I also had the opportunity to see most of 
the new ones of the past year. Several of these looked 
good to me and are on my ‘Win With These” list. At 
several shows and our local trial grounds I saw some 
of the new introductions for the coming season. A few 
of them look like they will make the grade and so are 
also included. 

In my visiting I like to take note of a few things the 
future may have in store for us and pass them on to 
you so you too can be on the lookout for them when 
they make their debut. At Mr. Eccleston’s garden in 
East Liverpool I saw a sport of Night Fall that has 
promise. A bloom at the Wellsville show had about 
everything I care for in a cactus. He had also a purple 
tipped white IC that can be kept in mind. Locally I 
saw a yellow IC that is going to give Beaute a run 
for the money. Bimelech (King of Kings) is its name. 
And it is truly a King among the King of flowers. 
Another by the same party is Polar Queen, a white 
ball. I mentioned it last year as a white ball to keep 
in mind, and it was just as good this year. 

But it seems that mingled with beauty must also be 
tragedy, for the originator of these latter two fine 
dahlias departed from us last Fall. Lest these two 
originations be lost to us they will be introduced in 
memoriam to him—Floyd U. Fisher, our friend and 
fellow dahlia grower.

TARAWA—(Goetzger) 


A large purplish wine red semi-cactus with a silver re- 
verse. The blooms, averaging about 12 by 7 inches, are 
held, facing, on fine stems well out of insect resistant 
foliage. Plants are healthy and vigorous and grow to a 
height of about 4 or 5 feet. It is a good propagator. 
Sometimes the small petaloids cause a few of the flowers 
to have deformed centers, but when it comes good, it is 
GOOD. It had to be good to win over Jean Trimbee at 
Chicago. It also won in the open-to-all class at New 
York. It scored 85.1 at Cincinnati, where it was well 
liked by those who saw it. It is on the Mid-West Honor 
Roll. Since the color of this variety is between red and 
purple, it may be entered in either class according to 
how the color is at show time. But regardless in which 
class it will be entered, it is still a worthy new variety 
that can, and will, win for you.
